BOOK SOCIETY. 

This Institution was organized at Cincinnati, 
December last. It is designed to apply the 
principles of Christianity to all known sin, and 
to show their adaptation to remove all the evils 
of the world, and to bring in a state of society 
in accordance with the gospel. It is intended 
to cover a large held upoo which other societies 
do not deem it safe to enter. It is based on the 
■ doctrines of the Reformation, and designed to 
give to the American people an evangelical Anti- 
Slavery literature, to furnish Sabbath Schools 
with Anti-slavery libraries, and to operate 
against ewety system of vice and wrong. This 
is a great Western enterprize, and a central na¬ 
tional Institution, intended to'operate upon the 
whole nation, and aims at the elevation and Sal¬ 
vation of all classes of human beings, by urging 
upon the churches the employ ment of all means 
necessary to the entire-conversflpjf the world. 
It is already sending out more than six thousand 
copies of a very handsome weekly paper, called 
the Christian Press, to advocate universal re¬ 
formation, and to stimulate the churches to 
high and effective Christian action against eve¬ 
ry form of sin and wrong doing. This beautiful 
and ably edited sheet is sent out at one dollar 
per annum. Can’t a hundred thousand Anti- 
slavery persons send to Cincinnati, post-paid, 
one dollar, to the Rev. C. B. Boynton, and-give 
this paper at once a circulation of a hundred 
thousand copies. Twenty-six cents paid in ad¬ 
vance will pay the postage one year. The so¬ 
ciety is also preparing to issue Tracts and books, 
and to establish desppsitories. If sufficient 
funds are furnished depositories will be placed 
in many of the most prominent cities of the 
United States, and colporteurs will be sent all 
over the land to carry the principles of reforma¬ 
tion to every man’s door. 

Thirty dollars and a Christian character will 
constitute a person a life member. Life mem¬ 
bers have the privilege of voting in the manage¬ 
ment of the Society. Are there not many evan¬ 
gelical Anti-slavery Christians who are able to 
make themselves life members, and thus do 
much to aid the Society in its work of benevo¬ 
lence.

CORRESPONDENCE FROM THE SAND¬ 
WICH ISLANDS. 

Makawao Maui, Sandwich > 

' Islands, July 7, 1852. $ 

My Dear Sir:—Since writing you sometime 
in March, I think, I have spent a few days at 
Honolulu, the metropolis of the Islands. June 
1st, in the morning, I landed in season to meet j 
most of my old friends of the mission. The 
meeting of the brethren, an annual one, as I 
suppose you are aware, had not closed, so that 
I had an opportunity of-seeing the members and 
the ex-members together, and of listening to 
some of their discussions. I also heard , their 

to the doings of the whole meeting, which I re¬ 
garded as no small privilege. I Baw also tho 
new brethren and sisters who are now, I trust, 
on their way to the Micronesisn Islands. Mr. 
and Mrs. Sturges landed from theSnow Squall” 
while I was there, with this company, viz.: Mr. 
and Mrs. Snow, of your State, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sturges, from Ohio, and Doct. and Mrs. Gulick, 
the Doctor from the islands, and Mrs. Gnlick 
from New York. I repeat, with this little com¬ 
pany I am much pleased. Two native teachers 
with their wives accompany the missionaries. 
Rev. Mr. Clark also and Rev. Mr. Kebela, a na¬ 
tive ordained clergyman, go with the company 
to introduce them into the field of their toil,and 
to return to us so soon as they conveniently 
can. The churches at the islands take much 
interest in the movement. I" think you may 
hear that more than $2000,00 have been raised 
to sustain the mission at. the said Islands, and if 
the plan shall succeed, contributions will be ta¬ 
ken up from year to year. The Lord Almighty 
go with the dear youthful band, carry them 
safely to those now benighted shores—open a 
door of entrance into that field, and grant them 
a glorious success. 

The last week in May was an unusually in 
teiesting one in Honolulu this year, on account 
of its being made the anniversary of several so¬ 
cieties, such as the Hawaiian Missionary Socie¬ 
ty, formed One year ago in reference to the Mi¬ 
cronesia mission the Hawaiian Bible Society, 
some 6 or 8 years old ; the Hawaiian Tract So¬ 
ciety of about the same age ; and the Hawaiian 
Temperance Society. The- sermons preached 
and the addresses delivered before these several 
societies were said lo be able and interesting, of 
which,from my acquaintance with the speakers, 
I have no doubt. Rev. B. AY. Parker, one of 
ourtried brethren, preached an excellent ser¬ 
mon before the Hawaiian Missionary Society. 
He was followed by Doct. L. H. Gulick, son of 
my old shipmate on board the Parthian, when 
in 1827 we sailed from Boston. The young 
Doctor acquitted himself to admiration in his 
description of fhe fields of missionary toil in this 
great ocean, and in his appeals to his audience 
in behalf of those “whose sorrows are increas¬ 
ed because they hasten after other gods.” More 
than $200, Were collected at ihe close of the ex¬ 
ercises, arid I am happy to add in this Connexion 
that the Hawaiians are taking hold of the work 
nobly, and I think they would be quite willing 
to sustain the mission at those islands, and I 
hope they will soon be allowed to do so. 

The anniversary of the other societies named 
above, Bible, Tract, &c., I heard well spoken 
of, and a good impression seems to have been 
left on many minds. I hope these annual gath¬ 
erings will do great good. At the meeting of 
the Temperance Society, Mr. Severance our 
C.ommis8, 0Iler) from your State, delivered an 
able address which will soon be printed. We all 
feel a high respect for this gentleman, as we do 
also tor Mr. Allen, our Consul. May we never

But tiiaerrorswere'noY'fala^ 
j and they must teael^us wisdom, 
i With'these lessons, these ample resources, 
these animating prospects of certain success, 
and the providences of God waiting to co-op¬ 
erate with our agency and; what we never 
had before, a JOHN P. HALE as a leader of 
the host, and a platform from which no man 
can jump without breaking his nock, we march 
for 1856.

They 
are all within our ample reach, and if well em¬ 
ployed-till 1856 will earry Sir. Hale, into the 
Presidency. “Then would the trees of the 
field rejoice,” the mountains would “clap their 
hands together,’ ’ and the oppressed shout like 
the angels of Bethlehem. Freemen, are you 
ready ? 

It is highly gratifying to see the free press of 
the country taking essentially the above views.

The infant was taken 
to the mother, who, supposing herself doomed 
again to Slavery, disowned it — denied in the 
most positive terms that it was her child. To 
own her offspring was to doom the child to 
slavery; to disown and desert it, she hoped, 
w.as'to allow the dearest treasure of her heart 
to growl up, breathing the air of freedom. For, 
this she st&Od nobly ready to dismember the 
ties of such affection as a mother only knows; 
arid leave to chance, or other hands, the rearing 
of the infant, dearer than life itself. Truly, a 
mother’s love, though an ignorant and unculti¬ 
vated slave mother,

Apples .—Great care is necessary in gath¬ 
ering apples that are to be kept until spring. 
They should he taken from tbe trees by hand, 
or with a tool that is now.in use among fruit 
growers.
